Production in the corr espond i ng 
week of 1384 was 18, 098, 000 short 
tons. Bituminous coal and lignite 
production from January 1 through 
February 23, 1385 totaled 
121, 710, 000 short tons, and from 
January 1 through February 25, 1984 
totaled 132,280,000 short tons.
